EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 2, 4, 46 - 52, 62, 64, 85, 86, 91 - 93, 1 03, 1 05, 1 1 2, and 1 1 9 are 
allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claims 1 , 112, and 1 1 9, the prior art does not show the use of a frame 
having first mounting openings, a sub-frame having second openings, wherein first 
musical modules and sub-frames are interchangeably mounted in the first openings and 
second musical modules are interchangeably mounted in the second openings. As 
argued by the Applicant, this system provides a hierarchical frame system where the 
frame is capable of mounting both a musical module or a sub-frame. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
